N^w that 
the period of functioning of the Advisorv Council constduted on 1st '^"Ptcmbei, 19 , _ has 
^^Tpired, the Government of fndia have decided to constitute u new Advisory C oimcil wiin 
the following terms of reference :— 

(1) To advise Government in formulation of food policy— procurement, distribution 
prices, etc. 


(2) To advise Government on measures to be adonlol to secure maxunum coopert- 

tion of trade and pi'oeessin.'T industry in fulfilling the national objttcttvcs 

(3) To^dfscuss specific problems of implementation of food policy such as-- 

(a) respective roles of public and private agencies in maintaining price stability, 

(b) to review measures to remove m irkct imperfections such as intei-State disptri 

tics in prices. 

(c) to sugvest methods to improve efTicienev of handling grain both to impro 

quality and reduce operational costs. 
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(4) lo advise Governnitint m lormulation atiu iiiipicraeiuaiioii of policy regiodiug 

sugar, vanaspali anu ccut>le oils. 

(5) To advise Govornmcrit on specific programmes relaiing to plans for development 

or storage, marKeimg anu processing industries and iituinion progiammes.
